5. (Original) The method for displaying according to claim 1, wherein the step of 
receiving the multimedia segments includes receiving at least one multimedia segment 
over a telecommunications network. / 

6. (Original) The method for displaying according to claim 5, wherein the step of 
receiving at least one multimedi^segment over a telecommunications network includes 
receiving at least one multimedia segment over the internet.

10. (Currently Amended) The method for displaying according to claim 1, wherein the 
step of receivmg a play-list from tho program providor inc l udoo roco i ving a play l i st 
bacod on thy domographimr n f fhn wSnwnm nf thn> mu i timnd i a procontation includes 
receiving a dfavlist with a date when the multimedia segment is to be rendered.

(Currently Amended) A method for distributing/program content from a program 
provider over a telecommunications infrastructure to a plurality of clients capable of 
receiving program content broken into a plurality of multimedia segments forming a 
multimedia presentation, the method on a pre/gram provider comprising the steps of: 

breaking program content into a plurality of multimedia segments; 
transmitting at least one play-list add program content to at least one client, 
wherein the play-list is a list of instructions for the rendering of theoneor more 
multimedia segments into a multimediarpresentation;-and 

wherein the playlist is based on ayuser's demographics includ i ng z i p oodo, cot 
assembled bv the program provider/end 

wherein the plavlist contains pointers to indicate where each of the multimedia 
segments selected from a group eff media sources consisting of broadcast stream. 
internet, and removable computer readable medium is located; 

wherein the plavlist contains/ a time when the multimedia s egment Is to be rendered: 

wherein the plavlist contafns an entry indicating if the multimedi a segment is 
rendered as video with a customized audio overlay: and 

transmitting the mij/timedia segments required by said play-lists that form the 
multimedia presentation.) 

12. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 11, where the program provider 
transmits at least one multimedia segment to at least one client prior to the multimedia 
presentation by the pent. 

13. (Currently Anrended) The method of claim 1 1 for d i stributing program contont of 
cla i m 10 , further comprising the step of: 

grouping one or more clients receiving a play-list based on the demographics of 
the viewers of the multimedia presentation; and 
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wherein the step of transmitting at least one play/list includes transmitting the 
identical play-list to one or more clients based on we grouping. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 11 for distributing program content, wherein the step 
of transmitting multimedia segments includes transmitting at least one multimedia 
segment on a computer readable storage medium. 

15. (Original) The method of claim 11 forf distributing program content wherein the step 
of transmitting at least one multimedia segment includes transmitting at least one 
multimedia segment over a cable network. 

16. (Original) The method of claim T1 for distributing program content, wherein the step 
of transmitting the multimedia segments includes transmitting at least one multimedia 
segment over a telecommunications network. 



17. (Original) The method of clafim 16, for distributing program content wherein the step 
of transmitting at least one Multimedia segment over a telecommunications network 
includes transmitting at least rfne multimedia segment on the Internet 

1 8. (Currently Amended) A Computer readable medium comprising programming 
instructions for displaying (Dn a viewer information processing system with an interface 
to a display, a set of multimedia segments to form a multimedia presentation, the 
programming instructions comprising 

receiving a play-ffst and program content from a program provider, wherein the 
play-list is a list of instifictions for the rendering of te eone or more multimedia segments 
into a multimedia presentation^afid 

wherein the playyst is based on a user's demographics i ncluding z i p cod e , s e t 
assembled by the ppgram provider; 

wherein the playlist contains pointers to indicate where each of the multimedia 
segments selected from a group of media sources consisting of broadcast stream. 
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internet, and removable computer readable medk/m is located; 

wherein the plavlist contains a time when the/multimedia segment is to be rendered; 
and 

wherein the plavlist contains an entry indicating if the multimedia segment is 
rendered as video with a customized audic/overlav; 

receiving from the program provider the multimedia segments required by the 
play-list; and 

displaying the multimedia presentation on the display by rendering the 
multimedia segments as directed by the playlist. 

19. (Previously Presented) Thencomputer readable medium of claim 18, wherein said 
programming instruction includes receiving at least one multimedia segment prior to the 
presentation being displayed*; and storing at least one multimedia segment. 

20. (Original) The computer readable medium according to claim 18, wherein the 
*^\A' programming instruction of receiving the multimedia segments includes receiving at 

least one multimedia segment over a broadcast infrastructure. 

21. (Original) "Ry computer readable medium according to claim 18, wherein the 
programming instruction of receiving the multimedia segments includes receiving at 
least one multimedia segment from a computer readable storage medium. 

22. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium according to claim 18, 
wherein tm programming instruction of receiving multimedia segments includes 
receiving fX least one multimedia segment over a telecommunications network. 

23. (Ortjinal) The computer readable medium according to claim 22, wherein the 
programming instruction of receiving at least one multimedia segment over a 
telecommunications network includes receiving at least one multimedia segment over 
the Internet. 
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24. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium according to claim 18, 
wherein the programming instruction of displaying icfcludes displaying the multimedia 
segments from the information processing system oft a television set. 



25. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium according to claim 18, 
wherein the programming instruction of receiving multimedia segments includes 
receiving at least one multimedia segment or an advertisement 

26. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium according to claim 18, 
w herein the programming instruction! of receiving multimedia segments includes 
receiving at least one multimedia seg/nent of program content. 

27. (Currently Amended) The computer readable medium according to claim 18, 
wherein the programming instruction of receiving a play-list from tho program provid e r 
i ncludos rocoiving a p l ay l isjr bas e d on tho domographics of th e vioworc of tho 
multim e d i a prosontat i on includes receiving a plavlist with a date when the multimedia 
segment is to be rendered.. 



28. (Currently Amended) A viewer information processing system with an interface to a 
display, for receiving *yset of multimedia segments to form a multimedia presentation, 
the viewer information system comprising 

a receiver for receiving a play-list and program content from a program provider 
wherein the play-list is a list of instructions for the rendering of theone or more 
multimedia segm/ents into a multimedia presentation;-a«4 

wherein therplaylist is based on a user's demographics including zip codo, set 
assembled bythe program provider; 

wherein llhe olavlist contains pointers to indicate where each of the multimedia 
segments ^elected from a group of media sources consisting of broadca st stream, 
internet, efrid removable computer readable medium is located; 
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wherein the olavlist contains a time when the multimedia segme nt is to be rendered; 
and 

wherein the plavlist contains an entry indicating/if the multimed ia segment is 
rendered as video with a customized audio ovejrov 

a receiver for receiving the multimedia/segments from the program provider; 

a means for rendering the multimedia segments into a multimedia presentation 
as directed by the play-list; and 

an interface to a display for displaying said multimedia presentation, 

29. (Previously Presented) Thjf viewer information processing system of claim 28, 
further comprising an interface to storage for storing at least one multimedia segment 

30. (Original) The viewe/information processing system according to claim 28, wherein 
the receiver has an inwface to a broadcast infrastructure. 

31. (Original) Theyviewer information processing system according to claim 28, wherein 
the receiver has/an interface to a computer readable storage medium. 

32. (Original) The viewer information processing system according to claim 28, wherein 
the receiver has an interface to a telecommunications network. 

33. (Original) The viewer information processing system according to claim 32, wherein 
the receiver interface to a telecommunications network includes an interface to the 
Internet. 
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
